The  health  of  the  Port  has  been  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year.  Two  cases  of  minor  irhectious  disease  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  during  the  year;  one  man 
with  rubella  and  the  other  with  Vincentes  angina. 

Treatment  for  venereal  diseases  is  obtainable  at  the 
County  Council’s  Clinic  in  Bridgwater,  and  details  of  these 
arrangements  and  also  the  facilities  available  at  all 
Bristol  Channel  ports  are  displayed  in  prominent  positions 
throughout  the  area  of  the  port. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report  is  appended,  together 
with  statistics  of  the  shipping  which  owing  to  war 
conditions  has  been  entirely  coastvvise.
